104,108,992 ven. We have thas, says the Japan 
Mail, the pleasure of noting anincrease of near- 
ly 26 per ceut. ‘The inorosss in 187 a8 compared 
with 1€86 amounted to 14 per cent., approximate- 
ly, 60 that not only is tha ratio of development 
more favourable. for 1368 -theu for 1887 in 
respect of actual arithmetic, but it elso re- 
frosenta & much more substantial addition 
to the voloma of the. trade. In fact, 
while the incroment in 1898 auiounted. to over 
97 millions, the incrament in 1887 was only 13 
millions, There bas been no previous instance 
of auch large growth in anyone yaar, and though 
sonething must be allowed for exceptional ac- 
tivity in ailk at the close of the eoason, the re- 
cord remains highly. satisfactory. Looking bsck, 
we see that the foreign commeros of Japan 
has incrsashd from fifty millions in 1872 to 1:51 
millions in 1838. Still more remarkable is the 
development that has taken plane’ within the 
past five yeara, for-wheress the total was only 
€2 millions in 1884, i€ie now ISI millions. Many 
canses hava no donbt, contributed: to this result, 
bat certainly not the least important of them is 
the resinpiion of apecie payments. That‘opers- 
tion may bo said to hare become-aa accomplished 
fact. in 1885, for though thea lay declaring 
Kinsatsu convertible did not actuaity come into 
force until January Ist, 1856, it-.was -promul- 
gated several months prenously, and ths effet 
of tho moasures takon to propare the way for it 
had exercised n useful influence iv ~ checking 
fluctuations in exchange as fer back as 188}.
